As an industrial advertising man whose hobby is ricuatt 
and especially gladiolus I have been growing glads for six 
years and exhibiting them for four years and have decided to 
attempt to make my beloved hobby pay for itself by becoming a 
grower and trying to list some truly good glads. I do no 
breeding myself but have been fortunate enough to have grown 
many seedlings for such outstanding Midwest hybridizers as 
Je Re Almey, of Winnepeg, Canada; Carl Fischer of Ste Charles, 
Minne; Ee He Lins of Cologne, Minne; Walter Miller of Sun Prairie, 
Wise; and Dre George Scheer of Sheboygan, Wise, who is responsi- 
ble for my growing glads as a hobbye 


Up to now I have had only a small garden of around 7,000 
square feet and between 5,000 and 10,000 gladse From the start, 
five years ago, I have attempted to find by growing them myself 
the best glads in each color classe I have grown around 650 
varieties, growing only those that have won blue ribbons at some 
good show, and of these I have discarded around 250 varieties, 
thinking others were better. 


I now grow the 200 I have listed as "best in their color 
classes," see article in the NeEeGeSe annual, and about 80 more 
that I am undecided about and have to grow and judge for another 
yeare I also grow about 60 small decoratives which this last 
year I did not have time to judge and about which I do not really 
know what I think. These, with about 60 seedlings of other grow- 
ers comprise my gardene 


I love to grow big florescent spikes and exhibit them at 
shows and have won around 500 ribbons at State and Midwest shovse 
In my list I am trying to offer only those that can win on the 
show table against stiff competition. I want to say frankly 
that in gladiolus no one grower's opinion is ever 100 percent 
right and what I say is "best" represents my own personal judg- 
ment onlye 


There are at least 40 amateurs--maybe more--in our Midwest 
Group of State Societies who are every bit as good or better 
growers than I am and their judgment does not always agree with 
mine AND they may be the ones who are right, instead of mee Nor 
do I grow them any better than a number of our professionals in 
the Midwest--no one, in my judgement, growing glads better than 
George Scheer, Walter Kreuger, and Al Haugen in Wisconsin; Evans 
and George Wilson in Ohio; Louis Fischer and Baerman in Minnesota; 
Graff in Illinois and some others, to mention only some whose own 
blooms I have seen at the showse 


I intend to "go all out" to make my comments honest and 
frank, telling faults as well as good qualities, as do other good 
catalogers in our Midwest. 
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South field- our place being isolated and the 
gardens are surrounded by native crab apple trees, 
meadows and woods of rustic but wild beauty.

I had close to 200 varieties in my list of those considered 
best in each color classe I threw out around 90 other varieties 
and am continuing to grow the followings Many of these are new 
varieties where I have not seen enough to warrant their being 
classed as “among the beste" Some, I thought were not grown as 
well as they might have been--so will grow another yeare Some of 
these will be included in my "best" list--others will be discon- 
tinued. 


The following are my frank and unprejudiced opinions--and my 
own personal opinions only--with full realization that I may be 
entirely wrong in my judgment. It is a confidential Opinion as 
to merits and demerits as they appear to me so far. 


WHITE--No large--all 200 class. 
Snow White: 3 out of 10 nice--others stubbye May prove 
to be one of the best. SILENTIUM--Margaret Beaton so 
much better this will be discarded but will grow one 
more year to be sures SURFSIDEw-won a lot of blues thig 
past season but I can't see it as winning from a dozen 
Other whites. Not so fare MRS. Ae Re PONTIUS--listed 
as "a beauty, buy more" in 1941, did not get to see this 
years--so have to wait another year to appraisee CRYSTAL 
«-Herb Evans seldom is wrong so I am probably the one 
that is wrong. But so far it has not been good enough 
in my gardene No doubt it did not get good growing as my 
neighbor had fine spikes. MRS. BURTNER seems outclassed 
by EDITH GRACE but not yet suree Is white with purple 
spot in center. SUPERWHITE belongs among finest whites 
and I had some dandies last year to win with but tendency 
to have flower head a little too short--so grow another 
year--then judge.
